There had alway s been large talk o n ho w high 
and superio r the American standard o f living is 
but ho w do es any o ne really kno w? What is the 
y ardstick that can be universally applied? 
So we wo rked it o ut o n the basis o f ho w many 
ho urs o f labo r do es a man have to sell to buy 
a po und o f butter, a lo af o f bread, a glass o f wa­ 
ter, a pair o f sho es, a shirt, a dress, etc. We 
fo und, alter careful research, that no t o nly was 
the American standard o f living high but that, in 
co mpariso n with many o ther co untries, the co st 
o f living, measured in terms o f labo r, was lo w. 
No w alo ng co mes the AFL-CIO, Department 
o f Internatio nal Affairs, with a chart that brings 
such studies up-to -date. In fact, they do a mo re 
co mplete jo b because, in additio n to sho wing what 
the situatio n is no w, they make a co mpariso n 
with 1958. The ultimate test o f Co mmunism, 
even fro m the standpo int o f dialectical material­ 
ism. will no t be ho w many natio ns the Kremlin 
will reduce to its will and po wer, but what hap­ 
pens to the peo ple o f tho se co untries, what is 
do ne fo r their general welfare. Fo r instance, in 
Albania, acco rding to this AFL-CIO chart, in 
19 48 it co st a man 205 ho urs to buy a suit o f 
clo thes, but in 1957, it co st 513.

McCann, wh o lost an arm on 
Anzio beach h ead in World War 
II, was arrested in Grand Isle 
County in June 1955 after a ch ild 
h ad been struck by an automobile 
and killed.

Only in cases wh ere th e gov­ 
ernm ent decides new' equipment 
is vitally needed, for a reason 
im portant to national defense or 
th e good of th e general economy , 
does it perm it wh at is called a 
“fast w riteoff.”

Consider simply th e use of 
atom ic energy . It is front page 
news wh en th e Navy plans to 
use atom ic power to blast a h a r­ 
bor in Alaska. Some day th is 
m igh t be routine. 
Jet transport is just coming 
i into commercial use. A track­ 
less train h as been designed. Per­ 
h aps diesel-powered automobiles, 
small, inexpensive to operate, 
are not far off. But industry will 
need a great deal of retooling to 
provide th ese and oth er “m ir­ 
acles.” 
Th ere h as been much talk of 
cutting personal income taxes 
and corporate taxes in order to 
stim ulate 
business.

th ough t h as been given to rais­ 
ing business profits wh ence more 
tax money would come. 
Righ t now many leading econ­ 
omists and business consultants 
h old th at th e present tax laws 
governing depreciation are e a t­ 
ing into industry ’s profits and

is putting a brake on companies’
